Under the commission order the 
company is authofized to issue $80,- | 
900,000 of first mortgage and col- | 
lateral trust bonds, bearing 3% per | 
cent interest, maturing on July 1, 
1962, and $15,000,000 of notes, bear- 
ing 3 per cent interest, maturing 
July 1, 1942 

Plant Additions Planned. 

The $80,000,000 bond authoriza- 
tion includes $24,671,357 in bonds 
the commission recently authorized 
the company to issue, to reimburse 
its treasury for money expended, 
from other than the proceeds of se- 
curity sales, for acquisition of prop- 
erty and plant additions and im- 
provements. 

The company also was author- 
ized to acquire $22,000,000 of bonds 
to be issued by the Union Electric 
of Illinois, bearing 3% per cent in- | 
terest.

Elimination of persona! 
feurs and cars for three executive 
officers of the Board of Education 


was urged by Mark D. Eagleton, it 
was learned today, in his letter 
last Friday to fellow members of 
the board in which he proposed re- 
duction of the annual payroll in 
non-teaching departments by $256,- 
848. 

He asserted that the payroll of 
the transportation division, 
amounting to $52,664 a year, was 
excessive by at least $11,764, ac- 
cordingly suggesting a cut to 
$40,900. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “the 
scale paid for this class of work 
is completely out of proportion to 
the service rendered. I do not be- 


lieve that we should afford our of-— 


ficers personal chauffeurs at the 
rate of $2400 a year. I believe it 
would be much more practical to 
permit these gentlemen to use their 


Own Cars and allow them an ex-. 


pense account when the cars are 
used for board purposes, or permit 
them even to have free access to 
cab service, rather than to assume 
such a large item. 

“The very nature of the work of 
these officers requires about 90 per 
cent of their time to be spent at 
the administration building. I do 


not believe the dignity of these of- | 


ficers will be injured by elimina- 


tion of their personal chauffeurs.” | 


Drivers Paid $200 a Month. 

Closed cars have been provided 
by the board for officers as fol- 
lows: Superintendent of [Instruction 
Henry J. Gerlin, Pierce-Arrow: 
Secretary-Treasurer Philip J. Hick- 
ey, Packard; Building Commission- 
er George W. Sanger, Chrysler. 
The chauffeur for each is paid $200 


a month. Operating cost for each

Is Announced Purpose. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, June 23.—The War Min- 
istry submitted a five-year plan 
to the Cabinet today for expendi- 
ture of 9,000,000,000 yen (about 
$2,520,000,000) to triple Japan’s in- 
dustrial capacity by 1943 as a de- 
fense measure. 

A draft of the plan declared that 
Japanese defense costs during the 
five years would total 11,000,000,000 
yen, and that to meet this gigantic 
program, industry must be expand- 
ed with emphasis shifted from light 
to heavy industry.

MOSCOW, June 23.—Four high 
sofficers of Osoaviakhim, Soviet

Charges against him were that he 
was recommended by Eideman, 
that he voted for Trotsky resolu- 
tions in Leningrad a decade ago, 
that he joined Director Milonov in 
paralyzing defense work of White 
Russia, and that he spent state 
funds for his own enjoyment. Mil- 
onov had been removed previously. 

Danilov was accused of main- 
taining a costly country villa and 
keeping a band of musicians to 
entertain him. 

Far-Eastern Director Bazhenov 
also was removed and called an 
“enemy of the people.” He was 
accused in the newspaper Pacific 
Star of “destroying the work of 
the whole organization.”

— Warrants 
have been issued for the arrest of 
Hans Lachmann Mosse and his wife 
and three children, now residing in 
Paris, should they ever set foot on 
German soil. 

Mosse was chief proprietor of the 
Berliner Tageblatt and the fameus 
Mosse publishing house, which 
later was taken over by the Nazis. 

The Mosse family is charged with 
evasion of the “flight tax.” The 
total amount involved is $1,500,000. 
The flight tax was introduced by 
Heinrich Bruening in 1931. It forced 
an emigre to hand over a quarter 
of his fortune to the state if the 
fortune exceeded $80,000, a sum 
which the Nazis later reduced to 
$20,000. It was aimed to prevent 
the flight of capital from Germany.

ana Ohio, few of us lay the blame where | 


it should rightfully be laid—on the CI O 
organizers and the tactics. they employ. 

Conceding the right to organize should 
also mean conceding the right to refrain 
from organizing, if we are logical. Does 
the C I O grant that second right? By 
no means. If the C I O makes up its 
“mind” to organize you, woe betide you 
if you resist. Coercion? Intimidation? 
Slugging? They don’t use these terms. 
But try to resist. Isn’t the President be- 
hind them? Isn’t his administration be- 
hind them? Didn’t they elect him? 

Just an illustration from personal ex- 
perience as to how they work: Word 
goes around that the C I O is going to 
organize the shop in which you are em- 
ployed. Subdued excitement permeates 
the plant. Do we want it or do we not? 
Let’s find out. Secret ballots are passed 
around. Vote for or against. A commit- 
tee of employes counts the ballots. The 
result is 1000 against the C I O, 200 for 
it.

ROME. 

ITH collective bargaining as an estab- 
Wiistea constitutional fact, with rapid re- 

vival in the manufacture of durable 
goods bringing re-employment in its wake, 
with the C I O and A. F. of L. enrolling 
hundreds of thousands of new members of 
labor organizations, and with labor disputes 
filling the columns ofthe press, labor rela- 
tions are certain to be one of the most acute 
and pressing political preoccupations in the 
United States in the months that precede 
the fall elections of 1938. 

In the face of such prospects, and with 
but trifling progress made toward a nation- 
al labor policy, an intelligent approach to 
the solution of this problem should include 
a study of the experiences of the indus- 
trialized states of Europe in this field of 
labor relations. 

Europe as a whole offers a chance for a 
survey of this subject under two utterly dis- 
similar schools of economics. In Great 
Britain and France, one may observe the 
progress made toward co-operation between 
capital and labor under democratic polit- 
ical institutions which preserve the eco- 
nomic principle of private enterprise. In 
Italy, Germany and Soviet Russia, an op- 
portunity is afforded to study the effects 
of authoritarian political control upon labor 
relations, when private ownership is aban- 
doned, personal initiative largely suppressed 
and individual liberty of action seriously 
impaired or utterly disregarded. 
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What has happened to the millions of Ital- 
ian workmen who formerly composed the 
membership of the great labor unions that 
grew up so swiftly following the close of the 
yreat War? Does Italian labor have any 
significant voice in the economic or political 
life of Italy? Are the leaders of the labor or. 
ganizations consulted in the matters of 
wages, hours of labor or working conditions 
in industries where they toil? What are the 
Italian workers’ wages? What are their 
standards of living? These are questions in 
which the American workingman and the 
American employer have an acute interest. 

One of the first acts of the Fascist party 
when it came into power was to abolish the 
labor unions as they existed and to create 
new unions in each trade or craft as part 
of the system of state corporations. Under 
the Italian corporative system, a labor union 
of employes and a trade association of em- 
ployers are both politically controlled. Those 
who are selected to represent labor are 
named, not by the workers but by the poli- 
ticlans, and the same is true of the em- 
ployers’ representatives. The will of the 
Government is final and determinative with 
both. For the workers to strike is illegal. 
and the employer may not close, expand or 
contract his factory without Government 
that is, political—approval. 

Under this rigid subjection of workers to 
control by politicians, what has happened to 
the worker’ Has his pay been raised. his 
work shortened or his standard of living 
lifted” Quite the reverse. The living stand- 
ard of the Italian worker, always very low 
according to American standards. has stead- 
ily been lowered under the Fascist economic 
The cost 


of living in America must be nearly twice as 
high as it is in Italy. With this difference 
in mind, it will be easy for an American 
workingman to estimate the Italian working- 
man’s standard of life when supplied with 
actual wages being paid for various forms 
of labor. 

In the Province of Leghorn, for instance, 
agricultural male labor is paid from 55 cents 
to 69 cents a day for an eight-hour day. 
Woman olive pickers are paid 30 cents a 
day. Woman workers in the hay fields are 
paid from 28 to 44 cents a day, with the men 
receiving from 58 to 94 cents a day. 

In the marble quarries, the highest-paid 
stone cutter gets $1.38 a day, the average 
quarryman $1.15 a day, the ordinary laborer 
58 cents a day and the children only 24 
cents a day. An underground coal miner is 
paid from 75 cents to $1 a day, with max- 
imum wages for workers at the surface of 
98 cents a day. Children employed in the 
mines get 41 cents a day. 

In the cotton textile industry of the Prov- 
ince of Turin, the best-paid operators get 
$1 a day, with the women paid less than half 
that much, and children averaging 25 cents 
a day. In the highly prosperous rayon in- 
dustry, specialists get $1.60 a day, skilled 
help $1.36 and ordinary labor much less.

These sample wage schedules are those 
in effect after a 10 per cent wage increase 
was granted in 1936, and to these must be 
added another increase of 10 per cent put 
into effect by Il Duce a few weeks ago. But 
in a period of two years, covering both these 
wage increases, the cost of living for the 
Italian worker has gone up 42.7 per cent! 
Consequently, the nominal wages have actu- 
ally been lowered in buying power by about 
20 per cent, with the inevitable effect of 
a further drop in living standards for the 
worker. 

That. the Italian Government is aware of 
the implications of these figures seems plain 
from its prohibition against divulging eco- 
nomic information by Italian officials. The 
same rule is observed in Russia. 

Summarized, what has happened to the 
labor movement in Italy since it became de- 
pendent on political and governmental al- 
liances has been the complete loss of its in- 
dependent status, the loss of the right to 
strike, an institution of arbitrary control by 
politicians of both wages and hours, and. 
finally, a steady drop in living standard 
which has gone on for years. 

The creators of a sound and just Ameri- 
can labor policy will find neither inspiration 
nor guidance in the Fascist philosophy that 
now dominates Italian life.

Building the Constitution 


The sixth of a semi-weekly series de- 
scribing the proceedings of the. Constr 
| tutional Convention, held 150 years ago. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 23, 1787. 

HE nationalist, or large-state; group, 

which was successful in having its plan 
for a central government approved by the 
Constitutional Convention’s Committee of the 
Whole, has made a concession to the small 
state group in adopting the name “United 
States,” proposed by the latter. 

Delegates in both groups recognize that 
the change from “National” to “United 
States” is only an alteration of words and 


that the system of government remains as 
‘indorsed by the Committee of the Whole. 
Nevertheless, there is general satisfaction 
'that the new name, sponsored by Delegates 
‘Ellsworth of Connecticut and Gorham of 
|Massachusetts, small-state and large-state 
‘men, respectively, has been approved. 
Fundamentally, the cleavage between the 
opposing factions is as wide as ever, The 
word “national” as describing the Govern- 
ment was no sooner abandoned than 
state men denounced the plan for a nation 
al executive, legislature and judiciary, now 
before the convention following committee 
indorsement. Delegates Lansing of New 
York, Martin of Maryland and Sherman of 
Connecticut made the strongest speeches. 


The possibility of an eventual compromise 
was hinted by Delegate Sherman. Refer 
ring to the vigorous opposition of the small- 
state group to proportional representation in 
both branches of the national legislature, 
now approved by the committee, he said 
that “if the difficulty cannot be otherwise 
got over,” he would favor two branches, with 
proportional representation in one and state 
equality in the other. 

Dr. Benjamin Franklin’s plea for hare 
mony and co-operation has been taken up 
by Delegate George Mason of Virginia, 
wealthy Potomac landowner and, at 62 years, 
'one of the older members of the convention. 
| After Delegates Lansing and Martin had 
| stirred the convention by their sharp de- 
‘nunciations of the three-department plan, 
Mr. Mason calmed the session by saying: 

“Though some have expressed much 
warmth on this and former occasions, 
can excuse it, as the result of sudden pas 
sion, and hope that, although we differ in 
particular points, if we mean the good of the 
‘whole, our sense, upon reflection, will keep 
us from spreading our discontents further. 
Mr. Mason is opposed to the recording ° 
votes of state delegations on issues 48 they 
come up.

Hills Hideout for 


Floyd in Oklahoma. 


| By the Associated Press. 


MUSKOGEE, Ok., June 23.—The 
Cookson Hills, notorious outlaw 
refuge, are being converted into a 
national park. 

A resettlement project is nearing 
completion in this remote, almost 
primeval area, which once sheltered 
“Pretty Boy” Floyd, the Dalton 
Brothers and Belle Starr. 

A 32,000-acre area above the junc- 
ture of the Illinois and Arkansas 
Rivers, was bought by the Govern- 
ment for an average of $7.25 an 
acre and more than $1,000,000 is be- 
ing spent in its rehabilitation. Its 
poverty-stricken farmers have been 
moved to nearby bottomlands where 
the Government is letting them buy 
property over a 40-year period. 

The new park will center about 
Greenleaf Lake, now 75 per cent 
complete. This 900-acre body of 
water will be stocked with game 
fish. 

The Cookson Hills have been 
known for their hideouts and 
whisky stills ever since the Civil 
War. Farmers found it impossible 
to make a living from the rocky soil, 
“Pretty Boy” Floyd had probably 
the most extensive “underground” 
system ever known to the hills. He 
could drop from sight at will. 

True to the Hill code, farmers 
kept watch for Floyd, It was the 
same in the old roaring days when 
the Starrs, Daltons and James 
Brothers sought refuge there, 

The last big roundup of criminals 
hiding in the hills was in 1934 when 
hundreds of Federal, State and 
county officers staged a futile 
search for Floyd and Ford Brad- 
shaw.

“There are several reasons why 
public aid is justified to assist pri- 
vate owners.

The maintenance of a sat- 
isfactory water shed cover in Mis- 
souri may mean more to people 
living along the rivers and even 
outside the State than it does to 
the owner of an individual tract of 
land. The privilege of hunting, 
fishing and recreational use seldom 
returns a revenue to the owner, yet 
the improvement of the forest in- 
creases these values to the State 
and nation. Forest fires often re- 
sult from these and other public 
uses. 

“Clearly, state and Federal aids 
are fully justified in co-operative 
fire control and in the promotion 
of forestry practices on _ private 
lands.

East ducked, but won the second 
round, and exited with his third 
club. Discarding a diamond on the 
club ace, declarer then led a low 
heart from dummy and, when East 
ducked, went right up with the 
king. 

Trumps now were rattled off un- 
til, with only one to be played, the 
situation was as follows:

The last trump was led and the 
heart queen discarded from dummy. 
East, who knew a squeeze when he 
was caught in one, blanked his dia- 
mond king without the slightest 
hesitation or show of pain. It then 
became a simple problem of wheth- 


er to finesse against the diamond 


king for the rest of the tricks, or 
to go up with the diamond ace on 
the chance that East had blanked 
the king. Actually, the “percent- 
age” of each play was identical. 
There was just as much 
that West had started with the dia- 
mond king as that East had been 
dealt it.

‘Squeeze play was by far the better 
choice, for the simple reason that if

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RULES FOR DISCIPLINE — 


Most Ditticult Mental Exercise Is Learning to Live Under Orders

HEN you have mastered the 
W «i: exercises in the preceding 


article, go on to an old piece 


‘of advice from seventeenth century 
‘France: Keep a new acquaintance 


or a simple garden variety finesse. ‘talking about himself or herself 


Sometimes he is led into the proper | 


without allowing him to become 
‘conscious of what you are doing. 
Turn back, at first, any courteous 
reciprocal questions in such a way 
that your auditor does not feel re- 
buffed. You will find a genuine 
interest rising in you for your com- 
panion; soon, if you are at all kind- 
ly or imaginative, you will find 
yourself engrossed. The last, lin- 
gering trace of self-consciousness 
will drop from you. It may be that 
you will not be asked about your- 
self. That makes no difference; at 
the very least you have learned a 
little more about how the world 
looks to another, and have extend- 
ed your horizon. If, on the other 
hand, you do talk of yourself in 
'response to later questions, you will 
'know just how much to say, what 
interests you have in common, 
whether you could ever find the 
friendship of that person desirable. 


Exercise No. 8 is the exact op- 
posite of No. 7, and infinitely hard- 
er to do with intention: Talk exclu- 
sively about yourself and. your in- 
terests without complaining, boast- 
ing or boring your companion. Make 
yourself and your activities as in- 
teresting as you can to the person 
to whom you are talking. 

This is an excellent discipline for 
those who ordinarily talk too much 
about themselves. This reductio ad 
absurdum of their weakness brings 
them face to face with the ordeal 
which they are putting their friends 
through on every opportunity. When 
concentrated talking about one’s 
own interests is undertaken con- 
ciously, every sign of indifference, 
of boredom, of restiveness or im- 
‘patience, of desire to introduce an- 
other topic of conversation which 
may escape us while we are neu- 
rotically self-absorbed, is only too 
plainly seen. Both the exercise and 
the weakness will be abandoned 
gratefully after one or two occa- 
sions. | 


However, there are other things 
to be gained from this. It soon be- 
comes apparent that talking about 
the trivial, the commonplace, the 
recurring incidents of one’s life 
leads to certain ennui in our hear- 
ers. If, on the other hand, we have 
had genuinely interesting experi- 
ences, have been more imaginative 
in a situation’ than usual, are un- 


chance | 


dertaking something new, we are 
likely to hold our audience. The 
conclusion that in that case per- 
haps We might profit by extending 
our interests, undertaking new ad- 
ventures, or bringing more imag- 
ination to our everyday lives can 
hardly be escaped. We soon learn 
to discard a report of our latest 
attack of illness, the most recent 
exploit of our offspring, the re- 
markable intelligence of our pets, 
|today’s example of our bad luck, 
as opening gambits in adult con- 
| versation. 


| HE ninth discipline: The correc- 
Tiion of the “I-mean,” the “As-a- 
| matter-of-fact” habit, takes co- 
,operation. If you realize that you 
have picked up a verbal. manner- 
‘ism, call on the friend to whom 
you talk most fluently and emo- 
tionally. It is fairly easy to control 
such a mannerism in the presence 
of someone we hardly know, but 
‘in the heat of discourse the offend- 
‘ing phrase will crop up in every 
\other sentence. Tell the friend 
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“EAT A MEAL IN THE UNLIKELIEST PLACE YOU 


hold up his hand without inter- 
rupting the conversation whenever 
he hears you use it. The talk which 
follows will be choppy, and there 
is likely for a while to be more 
laughter than conversation, but you 
will begin to get the habit in hand. 
Two or three sessions will entirely 
eradicate the phrase—except when 
you actually want to use it. 

For discipline No. 10, plan two 
hours of a day and live accordinz 
to the plan. If you are working by 
yourself as a free lance, any day 
will do. If not, choose a Sunday or 
holiday to experiment on. Make 
the schedule partly according to 
your usual habit, partly unlike it. 
As, for instance: 

7:30-8—Breakfast and newspaper. 

8-8 :20-—Mail. 

8:20-9:25—Arrange books accond- 
ing to subject matter. 

9:25-9:30—Telephone (if on week 
day) for some appointment you 
have been putting off. 

If Sunday or holiday, go eut for 
a walk. 

The complexity or diversity of 
the items has very little to do with 
this practice. The point is to turn 
from one activity to the next, not 
at the approximate minute of your 
schedule, but on the exact moment. 
If you are only ‘half-way throuzh 
the newspaper, that’s very sad. But 
down it must go, and you open your 
mail—hitherto disregarded.

If not, the 
oftener you can be arbitrary with 
yourself—without turning into a 
restless jumping-jack, it goes with- 
out saying—the better for your 
character eventually. Any activity 
you choose should be both correc- 
tive and unusual, cutting abruptly 
across your usual routine. 


Discipline No. 12, an alternative 
method, is this: from time to time 
give yourself a day on which you 
say “Yes” to every’ request made 
of you which is at all reasonable. 
The more you tend to retire from 
society in your leisure, the more 
valuable this will be. You may 
find yourself invited to go sleigh- 
riding in your 24 hours; you may 
be invited to change your job. The 
sleigh-ride should’ certainly be 
accepted, however much you may 
hate straw, thick blankets and cold 
weather. The job-changing, fortu- 
nately, can be submitted to exam- 
ination, since it is only “reason- 
able” activities which you are to 
undertake without second thought. 
Don't be afraid nothing will occur 
on that day; At is astonishing how 
many small requests we can turn 
aside daily rather than interrupt 
our even course. The consequences 
may be wide-reaching, often educa- 
tive, sometimes extremely advan- 
tageous. Nevertheless do not jump 
to the conclusion that because one 
day of the sort has brought so 
many interesting possibilities to 
light, every day should be led in 
that manner. On he contrary; to 
deny oneself an opportunity now 
and again is fully as illuminating, 
particularly for those who waste 
too much time in par‘t:’-going, the- 
aters, and so on. Such persons 
should plan to refuse many invi- 
tations, and spend the time in in- 
tensive self-cultivation.

N this system, work out other 
()aiscipiines which are good for 
your individual case. There are 
two ways of making them. First, be- 
come aware of some weakness or 
inadequate performance on your 
part; then decide, perhaps after 
experiment, whethe. the way to 
correct it is to set yourself to do- 
ing the exact opposite, or whether 
as in curing the habit of talking 
too much about one’ own inter- 
ests—acting a ludicrous and over- 
emphasized parody of the failing 
will be more effective. 

Once you get the idea, you will 
find these disciplines not only help- 
ful but genuineiv amusing. In many 
cases they replace the rather hap- 
hazard puzzle-solving activities 
which call on somewhat the same 
capacities. In matching your wits 
against yourself you take’ on the 
shrewdest and wiliest antagonist 
you can have, and consequently a 
victorious outcome in this duel of 
wits brings a great feeling of tri- 
um ph. At last, when one is in 
training, one can call at will on 
any of the mental traits which 
have been strengthened or exer- 
cised in these ways and find that 
it performs exactly and quickly.

Trains are now among the 
best places I know to be really com- 
fortable on a sizzling hot day. They 
don’t have that clammy coldness 
to be found in so many air-cooled 
places. At night, some mysterious 
ventilators have done away with 
the old familiar struggle between 
soot and a draft, or a stuffy berth 
that left you headachy in the morn- 
| ing.

Train travel, however, 
has never seemed exactly perilous 
to me. My father lectured in every 
state in the Union, and in most 
of them many times, always going 
by train, and he was never in even 
a minor accident.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

|'Q HAD an idea that a birthday 
T cake could be any kind of cake 
"and simply meant that candles 
were added to give significance. A 
neighbor told me this morning that 
such cake must be white (lady 
cake) and have a white icing. (b) 
Also, while you are describing the 
kind of cake that is birthday cake, 
will you tell me the usual way of 
serving it? 


Answer: (a) The “cake” of the 
birthday cake can be any variety 
known. Usually it is one that the 
birthday child (or person) likes 
best. (White cake, layer cake, 
chocolate cake, any kind). Its 
' chief characteristic is white, or any 
light colored icing, and candles, 
(b) When it is time for dessert 
the candles should be lighted in 
the kitchen or pantry and then 
in a blaze of glory the cake is car- 
ried to the table and put in front 
of the birthday’ child. 
“looked at” while the ice cream is 
being served, and then it is cut 
and eaten before the ice cream has 
turned to soup! At a children’s 
party the cake usually has favors 
put in it. (A ring, a dime, a four- 
leaf clover, or any selection you 
choose.) The way the cake is cut 
differs in every house.

Dear Mrs. Post: When we have 
two women guests, and they sit at 
the right and left of my husband 
and our two half-grown children 
at the right and left of me, how 
should the maid serving proceed 
around the table? When the guest 
of honor at the right of my hus- 
band is served first, if the maid 
has to walk around him to serve 
the lady on his left next, the extra 
| time consumed makes service even 
|slower. And yet, if she starts with’

| band and goes around the table to 
the right, servine my husband last, 
she also serves the second lady 
to everything after ‘the choicest 
pieces are gone. What would you 
suggest? 


Answer: If those seated next to 
you were guests, too, the lady on 
the right should be served first, 
then your husband skipped and 
the lady on the left served next, 
and after making a circle of the 
table to the left, -he waitress would 
return and serve your husband last. 
But since those seated next to you 


‘are children it would be best to 


have the lady on you~ husband’s 
right served first, then your hus- 
band (because h> is next in turn) 
then the lady on his left.
